‘Publisher Who Killed Self Is 
Known to Have Had Business 
Reverses in Last Year. 


BORROWED ON INSURANCE 


Widow Probably Will Receive 
Only $30,000 on Policies; 
Will to Be Filed Soon. 


The will of Edward I. Preetorius, 
president of the German-American 
Press Association and founder of the 
St. -Louis Times, who killed htmsebf 
last Monday, is expected to be filed 
by his widow within a day or two. 
The inventory of his estate, which 
will be filed after the will is record- 
ed for probate, is expected to show, 
‘as was generally known among his 
business associates, that he was 
“broke.” 

Business reverses, which became acute 
in the past year, are known to have 
preyed upon his mind and are believed 
to have been the real cause of his sui- 
cide. 

G. A. Buder, vice president of the 
German-American Press Association and 
a close business associate of Preetorius, 
today told a Post-Dispatch reporter that 
he understood that Preetorius had lost 
heavily when the Frisco Railroad went 
into receivership thrée years ago. He 
understood that Preetorius’ will was 
drawn within the yast year, and that 
it was in the widow’s possession. 

Borrowed on Pelicies, 

Preetorius, it was learned, had $658,000 
insurance on his life. Agents who 
handled his policies have figured that 
about $30,000 will go to his widow. These 
policies had been taken out in a number 
of companies. Preetorius, in the last 
year or so, had borrowed money on 
them almost to the limit of their bor- 
rowing value. 


policy on Preetorius’ life, carried in the 
Northwestern Mutual, and taken out 
two years ago, but the premiums on 
this were paid by the German-Ameri- 
can Press Association, and the money 
will go to that corporation. 

Qn a few policies which he had taken 
out years ago, Preetorius had finished 
paying the premiums, so that they con- 
stituted paid-up policies. But he had 
borrowed on these almost as much as 
hé Had paid in. 

One of his policies was for $25,000 in 
the Germania Lifc, taken out five years 
ago, and it was learned that he had 
borrowed on this policy to the limit. 

$10,000 Policy Lapsed. 

Another policy, for $10,000, in the Mas- 
eachusetts Mutual, which he had car- 
ried for nine years, had been allowed to 4 
lapse for non-payment of premiums. 
More than a year ago Preetorius sought 
to have the policy reinstated by pay- 
ing up back premiums. He failed to 
pass a physical test and the policy was 
not reinstated. He had borrowed the 
cash value of this policy. 

Some of the money was borrowed on 
his insurance policies about the time 
bonds of the German-American Press 
Association which were owned by Rich- 
ard C. Kerens, former Ambassador to 
Austria-Hungary, who was the heaviest 
bondholder of the corporation publish- 
ing the Westliche Post and the St. Louis 
Times, were sold by Kerens. 

Borrowed $10,000 on Stock. 

At that time he also borrowed $10,000 
from the Commonwealth Trust Co., in 
which he was a ilirector, putting up 
stock of the German-American Press 
Association as collateral. This loan was 
galled shortly after Deniel Taylor be- 
came president of the Guardimn Trust 
So., svccessor to the Commonwealth 
Trust Co. Buder was one of those in 
the taking over of a portion of Kerens’ 
bonds, and thus entered the publishing 
corporation as it® vice president. 

In financial circles it was said that 
Preetorius was not known to- have 
been interested in any investments or 
business interests outside of his news- 
papers. 

Preetorius had been a director in the 
Commonwealth Trust Co., but his stock 
holdings there were small. It was said 
he attended ‘directors’ meetings but 
never took any voice in matters per- 
taining to the bank’s business. After 
the automobile accident, a year ago, 
in which he was severely injured, it was 
said he remained at directors’ meetings 
only about ten minutes and would ask 
to be excused. 

Preetorius, as a director of the bank, 
had signed, with other directors, notes 
as security for a $200,000 loan, dn which 
the collateral had been questioned. Pree- 
torius’ share of the note was for $10,000 
and the bank recently began taking 
steps to collect the loan from its di- 
rectors, default having been made by 
the borrower. 

Funeral Held From Home , 

The funeral of Preetorius was held 
yesterday from the family residence, 4634 
West Pine boulevard, to Bellefontaine 
Cemetery. Former Congressman Rich-

The death of Peter Bohn, a barber, 35 
years old, of 1506 South Grand avenue, 
at the city’ hospital at 3:20 a. m. today 
was the third death in St. Louis in the 
last 24 hours from injuries caused by 
automobile accidents. 

Th three deaths bring the total fatai- 
ities in automobile accidents since Jan. 1 
to 52. Seventeen have died of such in- 
juries since Oct, 1. 

Bohn’s skull was fractured when a 


machine’ in which he was ‘riding: with 
Harry stiff, 4119 Westminster place, 


Albert C. Wilson, 1646 South Grand, and 
C. P. Pickett, 3942 Parnell street, turned . 
over on the Wells drive, near Tamm ' 
avenue,’ early last Friday. Stiff died: 
that afternoon from his injuries, while 
the other two men were only slightly 
hurt. 

Two Others Die of Fractured Skulls. 

John Peters, 66 years old, of 3808 Olive 
street, and Christ Gaynor, 67, died yes- 
terday of injuries received when they 
were struck by automobiles. Both men 
suffered fractured skulls. 

Peters died at the city hospital. He 
was injured Oct. 2 when he was 
knocked down by a machine driven by 
Chester Lammers, 4960 Wise avenue, at 
Spring avenue and Olive street. Gay- 
nor, who was released from the city 
hospital Tuesday, was found dead in 
his room at the Swan House, Sixth and 
Morgan streets. He was knocked down 
‘Oct. 9 while crossing Twelfth street at 
Olive, by the machine of Isadore Wise, 
1015 Park avenue. 

At the Peters inquest this morning 
Lammers testified that he did not see 
Peters until the machine was almost 
upon him. 

Almost Blinded by Headlight. 

He said he had turned from Olive 
street into Spring avenue, and that’ he 
was almost blinded by the glaring head- 
light of a machine coming forth on 
Spring avenue toward him. He said hé 
was running his car slowly and that he 
stopped it within 15 feet after Peters was 
struck. 

Isaac Goldberg of 262% Virginia avenue 
and James W. Williamson, a carpenter, 
who was riding with him, testified’ Gold- 
berg’s machine was going south and that 
they saw Lammers’ nachine, which they 
said was equipped with glaring head- 
lights, strike Péters. Goldberg sald he 
called a warning to Peters before’ he 
was struck, and that Lammers did not 
sound his horn. 

Four Injured in Collision. 

Four persons were injured about 8 
p. m. yesterday when two automobiles 
collided on the Denny road, a _ mile 
south of the Olive street road in St. 
Louis County. The machines were those 
of E. A. Halwe of 6600 Florissant ave- 
nue, and O. L. Diefenbach, president of 
the Diefenbach Coal Co., of 1950 Sidney 


The Halwe car was knocked over an 
embankmeént and four occupants of the 
machine were pinioned beneath it. Mrs. 
Mary Halwe and her mother, Mrs. Mag- 
daline Jost, 6 years old, were seriously 
injured. Halwe and his niece, Miss 
‘(trace Schaperkotter, 12 years old, were 
@nly slightly injured. 

Diefenbach and two companions 
worked about 15 minutes in extricating 
the injured from beneath the overturned 
machine. Dr. C. G. Eggers of Clayton 
was called. He took the injured to their 
homes in an automobile. 

Woman in Critical Conditien. 

Mrs. Jost suffered internal injuries 
and is in a_ critical condition. ‘Mrs. 
Halwe’s left:arm’ was broken and she 
suffered internal injuries, besides nu- 
merous cuts and bruises. Diefenbach 
and his. companions: were only slightly 
bruised, 

Halwe and Diefenbach said the acci- 
dent resulted from the cars .trying to 
pass at a point in the road. where it was 
too narrow to turn out without danger 
of leaving the road. Diefenbach’s car. 
struck the Halwe machine on the side.

The correspondent describes the scene 
on a muddy road leading to the south, 
over which was strung an unending pro- 
cession of gun carriages, carts loaded 
with war material, conveyances of al! 
sorts bearing women, children, old men, 
the sick and the wounded, with, at in- 
tervals, flocks of sheep and droves of 
pigs and of soldiers walking side by 
side with peasants. At the sides of the 
road stood groups of peasants waiting 
until they were able to take their places 
in the procession. 

“The great stream is flowing south- 
ward," says the writer, ‘‘whither nobody 
knows.” 

The wounded were a pitiable sight. 
Some, swathed in bandages, were walk- 
ing because no stretchers were avail- 
able for them. Still others who had 
been wounded but whose hurts had 
mot even been bandaged. trod the road 
with the procession. At Topola, King 
Peter, ill and weak, was waiting to re- 
tire with the rear guard of his troapé. 

Arriving at Nish, the correspondent 
found the city bearing a squalid as- 
pect. Almost all the shops were closed 
and mapy of the inhabitants had fied. 
On the main street were still flying the 
flags which had been hoisted in honor 
of the allies, who had been expected.

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SERVIANS AIDED IN 
“RETREAT BEFORE 
TEUTONS BY MUD 


It Is to Them Like Snow 
Russians, but Delays Ad- 
vance of Enemy.

SHELLED FROM POSITIONS 


Germans Employed Only Artil- 
lery and King Peter’s Men 
Never Saw Foe. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch 
and the New York Werld. 

ROME, Nov. 4.—A description of the 
Austro-German invasion of Servia, 
written by a correspondent of the 
Messagero who was with the Servian 
army in retreat and has now reached 
Saloniki by way of Monastir, is print- 
ed by that paper. 

“The Serbs,” says the correspond- 
ent “made a magnificent resistance, 
but they could do nothing against the 
terrible and continuous bombardment. 

“For four days they held on against 
a terrible rain of shells. The Ger- 
mans never once employed infantry. 
It was the artillery that ultimately 
broke the Servian resistance. They 
were compelled to abandon position 
after position without once seeing a 
spiked helmet. 

“An officer with tears in his eyes said: 
‘What is the use of having my brave 
lads slaughtered in this way by shrap- 
nel from an invisible enemy?’ The 
end came at last. Bravery and valor 
could do no more. In three days one 
Servian division was decimated by shell 
fire without having fired a singla rifle 
shot, as the Serviana nad to give 
ground. 

Might Have Held Teutons Back. 

“The Serbs had excellent strategic 
positions and possibly could have stayed 
the advance of Austro-Germans, . but 
this was hopeless with the Bulgars 
threatening their flank. The Austro- 
Germans’ aerial reconnaisances were 
especially :efficient, and they used 4 
new type of aeroplane, larger, faster 
and more heavily armed than the type 
employed on the Servian side." 

The correspondent saya it was learned 
from prisoners taken in earlier phases 
of the struggle that many Austrians 
came from the Russian front. The Ger- 
mans, he says, bluffed considerably con- 
cerning their actual fighting strength 
in Servia, and it was afterward ascer- 
tained’ that they were relatively weak 
in infantry, but overwhelmingly atrong 
in artillery. 

“The Builgars attacked at eight 
points,” the correspondent continues, 
“It was a tragic dilemma for Servia: 
Every day the question was asked: 
‘Where are the allies? The genera) 
staff asked that a French and British 
division should be sent to aid Servia in 
order at least to make a diversion in 
favor of the hard-pressed troops of 
King Peter. 

“That was refused on the ground 
that it would tend to weaken the gen- 
eral effectiveness of the allies, and 
also owing to road difficulties in 
transporting supplies and ammuni- 
tion, 

Aged King Peter Ill, 

“During these trying hoeurs tho 
aged King Peter has been lying ill 
at Kopila, the historic town where 
his ancestors, Karageorge, first 
raised the standard of revolt against 
the Turks. The commander in chief, 
Gen. Putnik, has been suffering from 
asthma and has been confined to bed, 
and Gen. Pavlovitch, the chief of 
staff, was also ill, 

“The whole army complained of the 
hesitation and tardiness of the allies 
and the commanders declared ‘Relieve 
us of the Bulgarian pressure, secure 
our communications and we will attend 
to the enemies on our front.’ 

“The extraordinary mobility of the 
Servian troops, the general staff felt. 
Was an enormous advantage in their fa- 
vor against the cumbersome and slow- 
moving Austro-German mvaders, but 
the Servians ultimately mound they 
could do no more, 

“Further sacrifices which would prob- 
ably entail the loss of the entire , 
were regarded as usé¢less and pets 
ments were made for the evacuation 
of Graguyevats. The arsenal is be- 
lieved to have been blown up before 
the German advance.” In their re- 
treat, the correspondent says, the Serbs 
relied much on their native mud. 

“Mud is to the Servians what snow 
is to the Russians,” he continues. “HE 
fore today Servian mud has helped to 
delay an enemy, and has been a valua- 
ble auxiliary. Mud delayed the arrival 
of Austrian reinforcements last Decem- 
ber and enabled the more mobile Serly 
to crush the invader.

PETROGRAD, Nov. 4.—It is now five 
months since the Austro-Germans, hav- 
ing assembled enormous forces and 
very powerful artillery, commenced 
their offensive operation on the eastern 
front, hoping to envelop and destroy 
the Russian army before the coming 

of winter. 

In spite of our serious lack of artil- 
lery amunition, due to the feeble de- 
velopment of Russian industry, all the 
attempts of the enemy to destroy our 
forces were paralyzed. 

Having taken stock in August of the 
impossibility of obtaining a decisive 
success in the direction of Moscow, the 
Austro-Germans in September concen- 
trated their forces on the front of the 
western Dwina, which is a powerful 
natural cover, whose occupation would 
permit the Germans to turn their prin- 
cipal forces In the direction of Mos- 
cow, the old route of Napoleon, to ob- 
tain there a decisive success so indis- 
pensible for them. 

In spite of numerous artillery, the em 
ployment of large forces and the in- 
numerable losses suffered by them, the 
Austro-Germans during five months 
have not succeeded in installing them- 
selves on the line of the Dwina, and at 
present have not a chance of attain- 
ing either Dvinsk or Riga by the fire 
of their heavy artillery. 

In the lake region south of Dvinsk the 
Russian troops not only have repulsed 
the attacks of the enemy’s forces, but 
continue to advance systematically to- 
ward Vidzy, the important junction of 
the railroads of that region. 

Gallantly concentrating their efforts 
on their ultimate object, the Russfan 
troops are now provoking the enemy, 
more than ever, toward the exhaustion 
of his forces. ‘

They 
carry rolls of bedding, boxes and carpet 
bags such as one sees emigrants lug- 
ging from the docks in New York. 

Stang Weeping in Rain. 

For many days it has been raining, 
but frequently mothers with young 
babies sit or stand in the rain weeping 
as they wait for the train which is to 
carry their husbands away. There is 
little jubilation among the departing 
soldiers. The war has dragged on +0 
long it has become a nightmare to the 
families of the men Hable to service 
and there are so many women in ‘black 
now in Vladivostok that duty at the 
front is regarded as almost certain 
death. A band plays each night as. the 
troop train leaves the station, but its 
music caanot drown the audible grief | 
of the women and children who cling 
pitifully to the departing soldiers and 
follow the train until its speed becomes 
so great they cannot kgep pace with it. 


The reservists are transported in or- 
dinary freight cars. Each of the cars 
has a‘stove in the center and board 
benches and bunks at the end. A single 
candie in a lantern lights every car. 
The Russian cars are small and only 
40 men can be crowded into éagh. 


The troop trains ordinarily consist of 
about # freight cars and one passenger 
coach for the officers. Enthusiasm is 
little greater among the officers than 
among privates, apparently. Hach night 
officers’ families accompany *them to 
the station and eilent groups have fare- 


trol shown by the better class women. 

“Few wounded officers and privates 
have returned to Viadivostok, but the 
losses have been so great that men com- 
ing back from the fighting lines are re- 
ceived witn great surprise. 

“We used to send flowers to the troop 
trains and give the men a rousing send- 
off,” a Russian woman remarked today, 
but one cannot keep that up forever. 
They are going constantly now. So 
many of us have lost relatives and 
friends that we have not the heart to 
cheer and pretend to be gay when we 
are not.”

These processions are not unusual in 
Siberia, but the Russian men are never 
too much occupied to stand in silence 
with heads bared when a coffin cov- 
ered with the Russian flag moves past 
them. A man dressed in high white hat, 
and a long white ulster walked at the 
head of the procession, bearing a large 
golden cross. Next came four black 
horses, covered with heavy white nets, 
drawing a white flower carriage banked 
high with elaborate floral designs, 

Then came a white hearse drawn 
by four black horses, also covered 
with white nets, and led by Korean 
grooms in white uniforms. The hearse 
was without sides or cover and the 
great silver-plated coffin was partly 
covered. with a Russian flag. 

Immediately behind the hearse 
walked the wife and. daughters of the 
officers. After them were the 
relatives and friends, all walking and 
with bared hemds. ;

BRYAN PRATT GET 
2YEAR TERM FOR 
HAVING TWO HIVES 


Former St. Louis'Man Convicted 
in Bloomfield, Mo.—Blames 
Bigamy to Mental Aberration. 


Bryan G. Pratt,.a former St. Louisan, 
was convicted of bigamy in Bloomfield, 
Mo., yesterday, ahd was sentenced to 
two years’ imprisonment in the peni- 
tentiary. News of the conviction was 
brought to St. Louis today by returnirg 
counsel in the case, C. Porter Johnson, 
who represented the defendant, and 
Charles P. Noell, who was engaged by 
Pratt’s first wife, and who aided Pros- 
ecuting Attorney’ Hodge of © Stoddard 
County in obtaining the conviction 

Pratt was arrested July 15.in. Advance, 
Mo., on the day after his marriage there 
te Frieda McClatchey, a stenographer 
of Cape Girardeau. He had at that time 
a wife and child who lived at 7004 Wise 
avenue, St. Louis County. Pratt was 
formerly a stock and bond salesman 
here. 

Immediately after the arrest, Sam 
.McClatchey, father of the second wife, 
gave Pratt a severe beating, and: a 
town Marshal had difficulty in rescuing 
the prisoner. McClatchey had objected 
t-- Pratt's attentions to his daughter, 
but had not learned, until after the 
wedding, that Pratt was previously mar- 
ried. , 
Both wives attended the trial in 
Bloomfield, and the second wife testi- 
fied against Pratt. The first and legal 
wife could not testify, under the law, 
against her husband. Pratt's. defense 
was mental aberration, due to sickness. 
The State contended that the sickness 
did not come until after the bigamous

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 4.—President 
Wilson, en route to New York to speak 
at, the Manhattan Club banquet tonight, 
discussed the outcome of Tuesday’s elec- 
tions with Senator James of Kentucky, 
Thomas J. Pence, acting secretary of 
the Democratic National Committee, and 
Joseph P. Tumulty, his secretary.

As a result of the informal conference 
on the President's private car no state- 
ment'was added to the one issued last 
night by Pence in which a feeling of op- 
timism was reflected. Unofficially, how- 
ever, members of the President's party 
said they were sure of Democratic vic- 
tory in 1916 in Maryland, Massachusetts 
and Kentucky, the three states which 
eelcted Governors Tuesday. 

At the Manhattan Club banquet to- 
night the President will renew his 
friendship with Henry Watterson, editor 
of the Louisville Courler-Journal, who 
will also speak. Differences between 
the President and Col. Watterson were 
settled at a White House conference 
about a year ago, but the two have not 
met since. 

Mrs. Norman Galt, the President’s 
fiancee, who is also in New York, will 
not go to the banquet tonight. They 
plan to meet this afternoon, however. 

The President has devoted more than 
his usual attention to tonight’s speech 
on preparedness. For the first time in 
more than a year he has prepared the 
speech in advance. It will be his first 
address since the national defense pro- 
gram was announced and will mark the 
opening of the administration’s cam- 
paign to obtain its approval by Con- 
gress and the country.

BAMBER UNABLE 
TOTELL WHERE HE 
WAS FR SIX DAYS 


Jewelry Store Manager, Found 
Wandering, Did Not Recog- 
nize Family at First. 


Samuel E. Bamber, secretary of the 
Hess & Culbertson Jewelry Co., who 
was taken back to his home in Ken- 
wood Springs, St. Louis County, yes- 
terday, six days after his mysterious 


disappearance, told members of his fam- 
lly, this morning, his indistinct recol- 
lection of the manner of his departure. 

Bamber was seen by a grocer’s clerk, 
yesterday afternoon, wandering along 
a roai near Normandy, and the clerk, 
who knew of the search, telephoned to 
Mrs. Bamber. A brother, Joseph E. 
Bamber of 496A Page boulevard, was 
summoned, and took him home. 

Bamber’s employers have declared 
that his books were in good shape, and 
his relations with the company satis- 
factory. He will probably take a pro- 
longed rest. 

He 4id not at that time appear to rec- 
ognize his home, or his wife and chil- 
dren. He was put to bed, and was 
restless till 10 o’clock. From that time 
he slept well, and awaking this morning, 
he recognized the members of the fam- 
ily. : 
Mrs. Bamber told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that Bamber said he was taken 
ill at his place of employment last 
Thursday, the day of his disappearance. 
He had previously been suffering from 
nervous strain. 

Bamber ‘said hé felt as if he coudl 
work no longer, and that he remembered 
starting for home. But it seemed to him, 
he said, that he was going in the wrong 
direction, and this was the most per- 
sistent impression which remained with 
him. 

He was not able to remember readily 
where he had been in the six days and 
he was not quastioned closely, as a phy- 
sician had advised against such ques- 
tioning.

Premier Asquith Promises to Consider 
Idea Advanced in the House 
of Comons,. 

LONDON, Nov. 4.—The suggestion was.

Minister to Belgium Coming 
Home for Rest on Advice of 
Physicians. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 4—Brand Whit- 
lock, Amrican Minister to Belgium, is 
preparing to return to the United States 
for a vacation because of ill health. The 
Minister’s intention to leave Brussels 
was conveyed in a cablegram to Secre- 
tary of State Lansing. 

Minister ‘Whitlock is coming home on 
leave of absence solely to recuperate, ac- 
cording to an announcement by Secre- 
tary Lansing, who adds that his return 
has no connection whatever with the in- 
cident growing out of reports by the 
Minister of the execution of Miss Edith 
Cavell, the British nurse, by German 
military authorities.

Known for 15 Years as Wife of 
Confidential Secretary of 
James Campbell. 


Mrs. Millie Filley of 610 Walton avenue,

A. Reed. The estimated par value of the 
estate is $125,000. It is mostly in stocks 
and bonds. 

Mrs. Filley, since the ‘publication of 
the will, has expressed dissatisfaction 


was‘entitled to a wife's share, asserting 
that she and Reed had lived together 
more than 15 years and that she was 
known to many persons as Mrs. Reed. 

It was learned today that Mrs. Kunz 
claimed a similar relationship and. that 
about three weeks ago, while Reed was 
ill in the hospital, she went to a St.

Revfets That Allies Have Not 
Done So Well in Past 
Few. Months. 


ENFIELD, Nov. 4—Winston Churchill 
M. P., recently delivered two speeches 
to workmen employed at the Royal Small 
Arms Factory, Enfield Lock, on the 
occasion of the opening by Mrs. Church- 
fil of a Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tion hostelry for Government munition 
workerr. 

Addressing the night-shift men in the 
open air, Mr. Churchill said it was not a 
yery easy moment for a public man to 
open his mouth on any topic, because 
there were s0 many people who seemed 
to have less to do than they ought, and 
who were actively engaged in trying to 
make difficulties, even more than those 
which existed at the présent time, and 
were seeking to make artificial divisions 
of opinion in the country in regard 
to matters of great consequence, which, 
above all, should be approached fn a 
spirit of impartiality and good will. 


s dary. 

It wha vere aethonlt Eee in what 
mood one should approach the consider- 
ation of public affairs, he said, and par- 
ticularly of that vast topic which over- 
shadowed all their lives and actions— 
the war. 

"If, for instance,”” Mr. Churchill add- 
ed, “I were to say to you, ‘We shall have 
to do our utmost,’ another paper would 
Say, “Are you not marring the unity 
of: the nation?’ 

“Now, my difficulty is this: I want to 
say both these things to you, and so I 
am very likely to receive chastisément 
from both sides. I am very likely to Be 


exposed to what they call in France|, 


and Flanders, a double enfilade. 

“I see before me,”’ Mr. Churchill con- 
tinued, “men who in «their proper 
spheres, at the taske of skill and 
strength to which they have devote4 
themselves, are enabling our divisions 
at.the front to carry out their duty, by 
supplying them with those weapons of 
War and munitions without which no 
courage, no skill, and no military vir- 
tues can, in modern times by themselves 
prevail. And it must be an encourage- 
ment to you in your work, which makes 
80 great a demand upon your strength 
and attention, to dwell on the close and 
intimate assocjation between your day- 
to-day prosaic task, and the great and 
terrible drama of the world’s history 
which is being enacted on the other side 
of the water. 


: Difficult for Allies...” 
During the last four or five months 


the affairs of the allies have not gone 
g0 well as we might have hoped. First, 
in May and in June, our armies in 
France and Flanders delivered a series 
of resolute and very costly attacks 
upon.the German fortified line in their 
front. 

“Ground was gained. Guns and pris- 
oners were taken, but for all our ef- 
forts the fact remains that those lines 
were not plerced, and the general mili- 
tary situation in the west was not de- 
eisively, or even substantially, affected. 

“Then we have had a great battle at 
the Dardanelles, and here again, though 
we have gained invaluable ground which 
has led us forward towards a decisive 
conclusion, we have not yet gained those 
vantage points at which we are aiming, 
and which we might reasonably have ex- 
pected with the forces employed to have 
secured. 

“The armies there are like men fight- 
ing on a high and narrow scaffold above 
the surface of the earth. When you 
consider how very narrow is the plat- 
form, how very short the distance in- 
volved, you will see for yourselves that 
we have only to persevere with resolu- 
tion’ and unflinching courage to movs 
forward to a conclusion which, when 
it is achieved, will repay all the heavy 
cost and loss we have endyred. 

Hange in the Balance. 

“But still that great matter hangs, as 
I have told you, in the balance» of 
events, and that is the second great 
military fact of the last three, or four 
months. But then there is the’ greatest 
of all—far greater than either of these 
two: I mean the invasion of Russia by 
the German and Austrian armies, in 
eno us strength, and the consequent 
retreat of our gallant Russian ally. 

“Here, again, there is light as well as 
shadow, We have seen with what skill 
and firmness the Grand Duke has with- 
drawn his armies unbroken, intact ag a 
military force, in spite of heavy losses 
in'men and in weapons. 

The state of the supply of munitions 
in Russia during the months which Me 
immediately before us does fot permit 
us to hope that the Russian power can 
be exerted to anything like the same ex- 
tent as it was in the earlier periods of 
the War; and, therefore, while Russia is 
rearming and gathering again her inex- 
haustible strength, inspired by the brave 
heart of her people, while she is fit- 
ting herself to attack the enemy anew, a 
grave and as yet unmeasured additional 
burden falls’on us. 

“We shall not shrink from bearing it, 
and we shall not fail in the duty which 
‘this new situation imposes upon us. - 

“We know inthis time of crisis and 
of strain that, if we do our duty, we 
shall have.done all that it is in human 
power'to do; and we shall so bear our- 
selves in this period—whatever vart we 
play upon the stage of the world’s his- 
tory—that those Who come after us will 
find, amid/the signs and scars of this 
great strtiggle,; the Jiberties of Britain 
and of Europe still intact and inviolate, 
and those looking back upon our ef- 
forts, such as they have heen, will say 
of this generation, this unhappy, but-not

TEXT OF SECOND NOTc FROM \ 
AUSTRO-HUNGARIAN EMPIRE 
TOTHE U. S. ONWAREXPORTS 


Pee ot 


Translated From Newspapers Which Have 
Reached America From Dual Monarchy— 
Not Given Out by State Department. 


Austria's second note to the United 
States on the subject of shipments of 
munitions by American firms to the al- 
lies is contained in Austro-Hungarian 
newspapers which have been received 
here. The note was received by th- 
State Department at Washington on 
Oct. 29, when it was announced that the 
State Department would not make it 
public. It conformed to the canled 
summaries, it was explained, and it was 
said that a reply probably would not dv 
made, by the United States, as the offi- 
Cials at Washington did not believe from 
the tenor of the communication that 
Austria expected a reply. : 
The note, as translated from the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian papers, follows: 
. “From the Imperial and Royal Aus- 
tro-Hungarian Minister for Foreign Af- 
fairs to the Ambassador of the United 
States. of America in Vienna. — 
“VIENNA, Sept. 24, 1915. 
“The undersigned has had the honor 
to receive the note of August 16, No. 
2758, in which his excellencey, the Am- 
bassador of the United States of Amer- 
ica, Mr.’ Frederic Courtland Penfield, 
Was pleased to define the stand taken 
by the Government of the United States 
of America toward the imperial and 
royal Government concerning the supply 
of war materials to Great Britain and 
her allies. é 
“The arguments set forth by the 
Washington Cabinet disclose the vari- 
ous viewpoints that actuate the Fed- 
eral Government in this connection and, 
in its opinion, prevent it taking into ac- 
count the views expressed by the.im- 
perial and royal Government. Although 
the imperial and royal Government has 
laid stress upon investigating most 
minutely the contentions of the Wash- 
ington Cabinet, their most careful ex- 
amination cannot move it to depart from 
the point of view which it has made 
clear in its note No. 59465 of June 2. 
Difference as to Interpretation. 
‘“‘The remarks of the Federal Govern- 
ment are mostly based upon the er- 
roneous premises that the imperial and 
royal Government had essentially de- 


I nied the right conceded by article = 


the fifth and thirteenth conventions of 
The Hague to nationals of neutral Pow- 
ers to supply ‘contraband to. belliger- 
ents, whereas the imperial and royat 
Government had expressly stated in the 
aforesaid note that the wording—and 


to formally warranted the sufferance 
by the Federal Government of the trade 
in war materials as at present pursued 
by citizens of the United States of 
America. 

‘The imperial and royal Government 
naturally ‘never sought to prevail upon 
the Washington Cabinet to depart from 
an existing treaty; it only pointed out 
that, in its opinion, an interpretation 
of said clause should be avoided that 
would be contrary to the fundamental 
idea and the highest principles of the 
laws of neutrality. A certain danger 
attaches to the gradual codification of 
international law, inasmuch as_ the 
wording of the conventions governing 
the laws of the nations might be con- 
sidered. as more important than the 
elementary principles underlying these 
laws when they have not. been specific- 
ally formulated in international treaties. 
“Such a limited interpretation should 
be avoided, particularly with respect to 
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the laws of neutrality; for this very 
reason the preamble of the thirteenth 
convention of The Hague (second ‘and 
third paragraphs) emphasizes that the 
stipulations of this agre®ment represent 
merely fragments that do not apply to 
all the circumstances which may. arise 
in practice, and that therefore these 
stipulations will have to be amended 
or completed according to the general 
principles of international law. 
Objection to Militarization. 
“The imperial and royal Government 
has, accordingly, confined its arguments 
tc the question of whether the inter- 
pretation of the already quoted clause 
would not be limited by these princi- 
ples; when, in support of its assertion 
that this would be so, it referred to 
the opinion expressed in international 
law, it naturally had in mind the au- 
thorities on the subject who have spe- 
clally examined whether the exportation 
of war materials, against which no ob- 
jection can be raised in normal circum- 
stances, would not at times imply a 
breach of neutrality. ‘The assertion to 
the effect that the authors unanimously 
agree that the exportation of contra- 
band is contrary to neutrality is not to 
be’ found in any paragraph of the note 
of June 2. 
“Furthermore; the imperial and

not even non-contraband goods are sup- 
plied from the United States to the 
other group of belligerents. 

“A comparison with the former wars 
Is all the more out of place since those 
wars were waged between two single 
Powers, or at least between groups of 
a few Powers only. When mugitions 
of war from one neutral country were 
supplied to one belligerent only it was 
then possible for the latter's enemies to 
apply to other neutral countries. In 
the present war, however, the United 
States of America is the only Power that 
can’ be effectively considered for such 
supplies. ‘This circumstance, further con- 
tributes to give to the exportation of 
munitions of war from the Union a dif- 
ferent and far mere serious characte: 
than the. exportation of contraband has 
ever had in the past. 

“Since these varnous facts, unfore- 
seen, have. become clearly manifest in 
the course of the present war only, the 
Austro-Hungarian Government thinks it 
is justified to hold the opinion that, in 
accordance with the last paragraph of | 
the preamble of the thirteenth conven- 
tion they. should constitute a sufficient 
reason for modifying the’ regulations 
that govern the trade in contraband in 
the United States. The absolute and 
strict impartiality waich the Washing- 
ton, Cabinet is anxious to observe, and 
therefore the abstaining of any direct 
or indirect assistance and support of 
one belligerent are undoubtedly thé 
right of a neutral Power. ~ If experi- 
ence should teach that. an embargo in 
any direction should in the course of

“It is not contended that were the 
Washitigton Cabinet to fall in with 
the views of the imperial and. royal. 
Government, the trade relations of 
the United States of America with 
beth Sroups of belligerents would be 
less unequal than they are at pres- 
ent. . The imperial and royal Gov- 
ermment believes that an argument 
could all the less be therefrom de- 
rived against a suggestion admitted 
by a neutral power as justified from 
thé point of view of neutrality and 
otherwise, since the Washington 
Cabinet certainly will not consider 
it as a duty of a neutral power to 
render its situation toward both bel- 
ligerents as unequal as possible, or, 
when such a state of inequality ex- 
ists to undertake no steps whatever 
with a view to modify it. 

Question of an Embargo. 

“Whereas, the Federal Government 
has understood that, according to 
the imperial and royal Government, 
the exportation of arms and muni- 


‘tions ig contrary to the last para- 


gtaph of the preamble of the XIIith 
Convention, it should be emphasized 
that—as already pointed out above 
-—-the imperial and royal Govern- 
ment bases its stand against the ex- 
cessive exportation of munitions of 
War on the second and thirg para- 
graphs of said preamble. The refer- 
ence to the last paragraph was made 
in connection with the unlawful ex- 
clusion of Austria-Hungary from 
commercial intercourse with America 
and was intended to convey the sug- 
Sestion that the exclusion in itself 
would justify the issuance by, the 
Mederal Government of laws provid- 
ing for an embargo. 

“If the impression is correct that tae 
Government of the United States wishes 
to express the opinion that the Gov- 
ernment of a belligerent Power is not 
entitled to take up a matter which is 
connected with the preservation or the 
application of a right of a neutral 
Power, this is evidently due to the fact 
that the Washington Cabinet has pos- 
sibly given a too restricted interprets- 
tion to the last paragraph referred to 
when it understood it to apply. only to 
strictly private rights, the preservation 
of which the Imperial and Royal Gov- 
ernment naturally holds to be a mat- 
ter that concerns the neutral Power 
only. 

“As ig shown by the report submitted 
by the French delegate, M. Renault, to 
the full sitting of The Hague confer- 
enc@® concerning the thirteenth conven- 
tion (Deuvieme Conf. Intern. de la Paix, 
actes et doc., tome I, p. 226), the said 
paragraph aims at the preservation of 
the neutrality; a belligerent can there- 


| fore not be denied the right to approach 


a neutral country and to invoke the 
clause referred to when the question of 
the preservation of the rights of a neu- 
tral Power has a bearing on the rights 
of that belligerent. 
Effect on U. 8S. in War of Ita Own. 
“The imperial and royal Government 
has followed’ with great interest the 
arguments of the Federal Government 
setting forth the reasons which, in the 
‘pinion of the Washington Cabinet, 
niaake it impossible to restrict during 
the present war the exportation of muni- 
tions. The-imperia) and royal Govern- 
ment nevertheless still hopes that the 


YWederal Government will agrée that the 


reasons given, which have a purely 
practical character, can in no way in- 
fluence the legal aspect of the question; 
while expressing this hope we do not 
venture to investigate whether the very 
fact that the manufacture of war ma- 
terials in the United States could de- 
velop to such extraordinary dimensions 
does not rather lead to the conclusion 
that the ‘"nited States, disposing as 
they @o in an unlimited way of all the 
essential conditions for manufacturing 
munitions, such ag labor, natura) prod- 
ucts and financial capital, would be re- 
duced to procuring war material from 
abroad in the-event of a war which 
vould naturally stimulate the energy 
of its citizens. , 

“The imperial and royal Government 
begs leave to make the following re- 
marks: 

“Among the precedents invoked by the 


‘Washington Government, which, as,has 
already been mentioned, cannot be ac-/ 


cepted as such, the Federal Govern- 
ment lays stress on the conditions ex- 
isting at the time of the Boer war, dur- 
ing which one of the belligerents was 
cut off from-the international trade in 
a way similar to that created during the 
present war. Such an analogy cannot 
pcessibly be detected, because Great Brit- 
ain did not then decree a stoppage of 
trade .comparable with the unlawful 
measures now taken by the London Cab- 
inet; the prevention. of the supply of 


arms and ammunition referred to by the 


I'ederal Government does certainly not 
amount to a commercial isolation. 

“Besides, the exportation of munitions 
of war from Austria-Hungary during 
the Boer war, just as during other wars, 
whenever such an exportation took 
place, - never: exceeded the limits of 
permissibility. 

Jasue Over a Reference. 

“The Federal Government, undoubted- 
ly, will have learned that Herr Bin- 
icke has publicly protested against the 
interpretation of,one sentence taken 
from his treatise on neutrality in naval 
warfare, for the purpose of justifying 
the duty of the Washington Govern- 


|ment; this invalidates the reference 


made by the Washington Cabinet to 
German jurists and the conclusions de- 
ducted therefrom. Furthermore, the im- 
perial and ‘royal Government naturally 
holds that a neutral Government can- 
not issue an embargo with the inten- 
tion of jeopardising the interests of one 
of the belligerents, Just as naturally 
an embargo issued by the Government 
for the pu of protecting its neu- 
trality could hever be described as a 
measure taken with the intent of in- 


‘ juring one of the belligerents,

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Prsbihthion ne tenet te AL WEE Mk ve 
duced majority since the last vote on the issue 
indicates that the tide of prohibition sentiment is 
still rising. It may continue to rise until it en- 
guifs states that now seem bulwarks against the 
assaults of the intolerants. — 

To those who are rational on the subject and 
who cherish the fundamental American principle 
of liberty the preservation of which is worth every 
sacrifice, the prohibition delusion seems incompre- 
hensible. A study of the arguments sent broad- 
cast by the prohibitionists expose the ground of 
the delusion. It does not concern the object de- 
sired, but the methods by which the object is to 
be gained. 

The twisting of reason to serve the prohibition 
cause resembles that used to support the free sil- 
ver fallacy. Everyone agreed that financial con- 
ditions were bad when the free silver propaganda 
was sprung, but there was violent disagreement 
as to the remedy. The strength of the argument 
for free silver lay in the conditions, not in the 
soundness of the remedy, but millions on account 
of their suffering and resentment were misled 
into supporting an erroneous and dangerous rem- 
edy—a quack “cure,” the consequences of which 
would have been worse than the disease. 


of intemperance, but thoughtful people realize 
that prohibition, which is put forward as a pan- 
acea, not only does not remedy them, but brings 
worse consequences in its train. 

The prohibitionists send out a mass of state- 
ments on postal cards and in letters and pamphlets 
al) of them stating the evils of intemperance and 
turning the statement into an argument in favor 
of legal prohibition of the manufacture and sale 
of intoxicants. Take this sentence for instance: 

In proportion as a man spends his earn- 
ings for drink, he is an unprofitable customer 
to thé grocer, the tailor, the shoemaker, the 
farmer and a poor tenant to the landlord. 

Very good. Bveryone agrees that a man who 
spends his earnings for drink is not only a bad 
customer for all except liquor dealers and saloon 
keepers, but he is a fool. He is just as much of 
a fool if he spends his earnings on food alone, or 
jewelry, or tobacco, or theaters or motion pic- 
tures, yet we do not ask that all people be forbid- 
den these things because fools squander their 
money on them. 

Statements that drunkenness does not promote 
efficiency or safety and that drunken employes 
are not profitable, although true, are not argu- 
ments for the abolition of all drink by legal man- 
date; it is an argument for temperance and self- 
restraint on the part of all men. 

There is not a phase of human experience in 
which self-restraint is not necessary to success and 
happiness. There is not a phase of human experi- 
ence in which force can be substituted for self- 
control with good results and without increasingly 
bad results in proportion to the measure of the 
substitution. To paraphrase the  prohfbition 
statement: 

_ In proportion as a man’s appetites are con- 
trolled by force outside of himself he loses his 
power to control his appetites. 

The whole argument comes down to liberty and 
self-government, the final ideal of all human 
society. 

All the legal restraints in the world are not 
worth in the development of manhood and wom- 


‘anhood one act of self-control. 


All the evils of intemperance do not equal in 
vicious consequences the loss of individual liberty. 

We may delude and befool ourselves with false 
arguments to gain control of the conduct of oth- 
ers, but we cannot divert the consequences of the 
exercise of tyranny and the negation of the prin- 
ciple of liberty, which stand for limitless abuses. 
These abuses have caused infinitely more misery 


than drink.

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NEW WABASH’S FIRST MOVE. 

The reorganized Wabash planned to operate its 
Missouri lines as a foreign corporation, licensed 
to do business in this State, whereas the law says 
that railroads in Missouri can be owned and op- 
erated only by corporations organized under Mis- 
souri incorporation laws. 

The application for a license of the Wabash 
Co. of Indiana was accordingly rejected by Sec- 
retary of State Roach and the $19,655 check to 
pay its franchise tax under the license Was sent 
back. 

Many states have laws restricting the ownership 
of their railroads to their own State corporations. 
Such laws never operate to the detriment of 
these States and often operate to their decided ad- 
vantage. 

Missouri’s enactment of the law was ie. but 
whether wise or not, it was within its right and 
privilege. 

Receiver Kearney says the only result is that 
Missouri is out the $19,655. By no means. Pf- 
vision for Federal incorporation *has not yet been 
made and. a company incorporated in another 
state can acquire no title to railroad property in 
this State. It looks as though the Wabash lines 
in Missouri, whatever temporary arrangement 
may be made for their operation, must ultimately 
be taken over by a Wahash Co. of Missouri, a 
creature of Missouri and subject to Missouri con- 
trol.

“Y could not in fairness have opened 
fire on Villa’ without treating Calles 
the same,” he added. Major-General 
Funston’s report, dated last night, de- 
ecribed conditions as satisfactory and 
said he. considered the immediate dan- 
ger past. It describes a conference be- 
tween Major-General Funston and Villa 
at the border, of which Gen. Funston 
says: 

“His (Villa's) attitude was quite sat- 


-isfactory.” 


The whereabouts of Villa and his 
main force was not definitely known 
last might, the report said, although ‘it 
Was rumored he was at Cabullona, 18. 
miles South of Agua Prieta, recuperat- 
ing his men for another attack. A few 
of his men and some of his baggage 
trains have reached Naco, ‘ Sonora:

Report of Mal. Gen. Funston, 

Major-General Funston’s report fol- 
lows: ‘ 
~ “Yesterday Gen. Villa sent a request 
to me for an interview, and though I 
had serious doubts as to whether my 
action would be-approved, I firially con- 
cluded it best to meet him as he might 
have something of importance to com- 
municate.. 

“We. met on the noundary: one mile 
east of Agua Prieta trenches, and talked 
in Spanish about ten minutes. His at- 
titude was quite satisfactory. More deé- 
tailed information will be given in a 
personal letter to the Chief of Staff. The 
withdrawal from around Agua Prieta of 
Villa’s main force began late yester-

today. Long columns of troops .were 
plainly seen from Douglas; moving : to 
the westward.

The result was the al- 
most continuous fighting all forenoon 
with a little cannonading. since then.

In the meantime the Villa troops from 
the westward arrived and began pas- 
sage around the town, being vigorously 
shelled by the Calles batteries, but sud- 
ceeded in making the passage. During 
the day a portion of Callies’ artillery in 
the redoubt at the south’ salient fired 
about 600 shots at various columns and 
detachments of Villa ‘troops within 
range. 
“Practically all these affairs were in 
bis n View of us. The shooting of Cal- 
mgr ts was fairly good and con- 
ra of Villa under a rather hard shell 
fire was excellent. It may not be under- 
stood at the War Department why, in 
view of existing orders, I have not 


fired upon the contending parties, con- 


sidering the fact that some bullets ard 
shells struck on the American side, and 
three men of the Seventh Regiment. was 
wounded.
